NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Mrs. Herbert 
M. Sears of Boston, a leader in society 
and the wife of a multi-millionaire brok- 
er, committed suicide last night by 
jumping from a window on the thir- 
teenth floor of the Hotel St. Regis to 
the roof of the home of Mrs. Benjamin 
Brewster at 695 Fifth avenue. Her body 
was seen early today by 4 guest of the 
hotel Gotham, across the street, as he 
raised the shade of his window and 
looked out over the roofs of the city. 

here was great difficulty in getting 
Mrs. Sears’ body to the ground from 
,the roof of Mrs. Brew ster’s home. Mrs. 
Brewster refused to allow the under- 
taker to carry it through her house and 
he was forced to build a bridge across 
the areaway between the house and the 
St. Regis and drag the body across in 
-@ wicker coffin, then lower it to the 
ground by ropes. 

In her desperate leap to death Mrs. 
Sears stood on the windowsill and pro- 
pelled herself far out into the air. This 
is shown by the fact that she cleared 
entirely the house at 697 Fifth avenue, 
which is a part of the St. Regis. She 
alighted on her head on the stone cop- 
ing between two houses. 

Mrs. Sears, who was 87 years old and 
of two children, had been an 
 oecasional guest at the St. Regis for 
the past three years.

Writes Post-Dispatch That Enough 
Is Thrown Away to Light All 
the Streets 


The Chesley Island cocktail will 
the next new drink. That is, if it 
not all a mistake about the alcoho! in 
city garbage. 

A Post-Dispatch reader, who conceals 
his identity behind the modest title of 
“Citizen,” has discovered that there is 
enough alcohol in St. Louis garbage to 
light the entire city. Also enough, he 
might have added, ‘light up’”’ the 
entire citizenship. 

“Citizen’s’’ letter, headed ‘‘Alcoho] in 
Garbage,’ was fittingly placed at the 
head of the column of “Letters From 
the People’ in Thursday’s Post-Dis- 
patch. He writes that the 125 tons-of 
garbage taken up daily would produce 
5000 gallons of alcohol. This, he points 
out, would furnish heat and automobile 
fuel, beside lighting every street and 
every home. He refrains from touch- 
ing on its possibilities as a basis for 
beverages. 

This may explain why pickled pork 
from Chesley Island is such a delicacy, 
as it gets its ‘pickling’ in the daily 
rations of garbage.

HOURS; REACHES NO VERDICT 


Arguments Over Accused Banker’s 
Case Keep Twelve Men in 
Rigid Deadlock. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—At 2 o'clock 
this afternoon no verdict had been re- 
ported by the jury which for 22 hours 
had been considering the case of John 
R. Walsh, charged with misapplying the 
funds of the Chicago National Bank. 
The jury strove to reach a decision 
during the greater part of the night and

WANTS SPECIAL JURY 





Declares That Many Men Do 
Not Believe Bribery Is 
a Crime.

The Post-Lispatch’s poll of the regis- 
tered voters of the First and Second 
Wards, showing a sentiment highly fa- 
vorable to Delegates Fred W. Pries- 
meyer and Ferd Warner, indicted for 
bribery, was one of the reasons ad- 
vanced by Circuit Attorney Sager Fri- 
day why Judge Muench should grant 
the applicatiom for a special jury to try 
the cases. 
Mr. Sager declared that the result of 
the postal-card canvass showed that 
there Was a remarkable indifference to 
the crime of bribery among the classes 
of people constituting ordinary juries, 
and that many men thought it was no 
crime for members of the House of 
Delegates, on a salary of $25 a month, 
to get easy money on the side for their 
votes. 
The Priesmeyer and Warner cases are 
se+ for trial in Judge Muench’s court 
Jan. 27.. Circult Attorney Sager was de- 
nied a special jury when the cases were 
called for trial in November, and he dis- 
missed them, rather than risk trial be- 
for the regular jury. He took the cases 
before the December grand jury, which 
promptly reindicted the accused dele- 
gates. 

Court Empowered to Act, 
The Circuit Attorney says that there 
are no legal objections to special juries. 
The matter of granting them, he said, 
was solely within the discretion of the 
Court. 
“It is known to me and it is known to 
Your Honor,” said Mr Sager, address- 
ing the Court, ‘‘that we have jurors here 
w'io will not enforce the law in common 
routine cases. We have had an example 
o. it within the-tast few days, when a 
jury brought in a compromise verdict, 
after hours of wrangling, in a clearly 
established case of larceny. The jury 
openly disregarded the Court’s instruc- 
tion and the facts in this case, as juries 
do in many other cases. 
“My duty in the Warner and Pries- 
meyer cases will be discharged when 
I present the witnesses and the facts to 
the jury, but I feel the necessity of 
going further than that by asking that 
men of extraordinary intelligence and 
experience be selected to try these 
cases, which are of great public in- 
terest. It would be a sad thing for 
St. Louis and for the law which your 
honor is enforcing if by the selection 
of a bad jury the defendants should be 
acquitted in these cases when the facts 
Warrant a conviction. 

Trial Would Be Farce. 
“Take the ast jury we had in these 
cases. Every good man on that jury 
could’ have been stricken off by the 
eight peremptory challenges to which 
the defendants are entitled. It would 
have been a farce for me to have gone 
to trial with that jury. We sometimes 
get good juries here, but such is not 
always the case. 

“It is the policy of attorneys for de- 
fendants to strike off by peremptory 
challenge every man of clean face and 
intelligence who may qualify as a juror. 
By this means they attempt to destroy 
the value of every jury. I have been 
compelled actually to submit cases to 12 
nen who didn’t have sense enough to 
try a yellow dog, and I am satisfied 
that they did not know what they were 
dvoing.’’ 

Legal Points Argued. 

Judge Moore contended that neither 
the statutory nor common law au- 
thorizes the criminal courts to grant 
special juries. The statutory enact- 
ments on this subject, he said, had 
been repealed, and the Supreme Court 
has held that where the Legislature 
repeals a statute the common law is 
not revived. Former Judge Bishop, 
who is associated with Circuit Attor- 
ney Sager in the prosecution of the 
cases, said that the repeal of the stat- 
ute did not modify or abrogate the 
common law. Under the common law, 
he said, the Gourt had authority to 
grant special juries. "Judge Bishop 
referred to several cases in which he 
granted special juries while he was 
on the bench, 

Judge George H. Williams of Divis- 
jon No. 12, who granted a special jury 
to try William R. Coyne on a charge 
of perjury, sat with Judge Muench on 
the bench during a part of the argu- 
ments. Judge Muench, after indicat- 
ing that he thought the policy of the 
law was against special juries, said 
he would render a decision Monday. 

The grand jury probably will cite Dan- 
jel E. Naughton before Judge Fisher for 
contempt. Naughton is now in New Or- 
‘fans, attending the races. He was un- 
der grand jury service when he left St. 
Louis. 

As his failure to obey the summons 
constitutes contempt of court the grand 
jury is said to be anxious to have him 
punished for it. The punishment for con- 
tempt may be either a fine or imprison- 
ment.

SCRANTON, Pa Jan. 17.—T wo girls 
were killed and sey en were seriously in- 
jured in a $75,000 fire today in the butld- 
ing occupied by the Imperial Underwear 
factory. About 200 girls were employed 
in the building and there was a panic 
when the alarm of fire was sounded. 

Florence Watrous was caught in the 
burning building and met a_ horrible 
death in the flames. Marie Buckley 
jumped from the fire escape with a num- 
ber of other girls and broke her neck. 

All the injured girls were burned on 
the fire escape before jumping and in 
addition are suffering from broken limbs 
and internal injuries. 

The fire is supposed to have been 
started by the upsetting of a glue pot 
in the basement of the building, which 
was four stories high. The flames spread 
rapidly and most of the girls on the 
third and fourth floors ran to the fire 
escapes.

She declared that Thaw 
was an unusual child—nervous and 
moody, with wild and staring eyes. He 
seldom talked coherently and was un- 
able to carry on a sustained conversa- 
tion. 

“Throughout the period you knew 
Herry Thaw, did his acts and appear- 
ance impress you as rational or irra- 
tional?’’ asked Mr. Littleton. 

‘“‘Irrational,’’ declared the witness. 

Miss Fletcher told of seeing Thaw at 
his mother’s house in 1903. Thaw said 
he had had an awful experience; that 
he believed he had a terrible disease of 
the eyes and inought he was going to 
die—in fact, he wanted to die. He mea- 
tioned Evelyn Nesbit’s name frequent- 
ly, but his talk usually was too incoher- 
ent to follow. His eyes looked without 
seeing, apparently. 

On cross-examination Miss Fletcher 
said that although a frequent guest at 
the Thaw home, she had never known 
Harry to be placed under restraint in 
any way.

A fire which destroyed a grain ele- 
vator, a hay and cotton warehouse and 
50 freight cars Thursday night caused 
so great an illumination that many St. 
Louisans thought al] East St. Louis was 
burning. 

The flames spread from th: Pendle- 
ton and Corbett warehouse in the East 
Side yards of the Mobile & Ohio Rail- 
road to the Montgomery B elevator, a 
four-story frame strueture owned by 
the railroad company. 

When cars loaded. with hay caught fire 
volunteer train crews attached engines 
to them and pulled them out into the 
yards, where there was no danger that 





Firemen stretched two lines to extin- 


Ike Tolin, a yard clerk;. saw flames 


at 7 p. m. He turned in an alarm, 
but firemen were délayed first by the 
slippery condition of the Broadway via- 
duct and later by a string «_ freight 
cars at urendley avenue, and by the 
time they were near enough to fight the 
fire it was beyond control. 

The contents of the c'evator and the 
warehouse were destroyed and the build 
ings were so badly damaged that they 
will have to be rebuilt. The estimated 
loss is $63,500, covered by insurance.

“When I left the store I found Ben- 
nett on the corner waiting for me. He

reached his house he handed me a gold 
watch and said he wanted me to keep 
it for him. »Then detectives who had 
Leen hiding in the house arrested us.

McAtee Is Overcome. 

The pain of the wounds for the mo- 
ment only lent wings to McAtee’s flight.

“CHINESE CLUB 
HOUSE CLOStO 


Presbytery Decides Their 
Building for Orientals Is 
Not Profitable. 





Club. life apparently is not to the 
liking of the Chinese in St. Louis. oOf- 
fered all the advantages of a three-story 
stone-front clubhouse at 2204 Pine street, 
the Orientals failed to become enthus- 
jastic over this feature of up-to-date 
Americanism. 

The clubhouse, therefore, is closed, and 
in a few days the Mongolian inscrip- 
tion will be removed from above the 
doorway and “for rent” signs will be 
glued on the front windows. 

The clubhouse for the Chinese was es- 
tablished by charitable men and women 
connected with the Washington and 
Compton Avenue Presbyterian Church 
The class of Christianized Chinese es- 
tablished by their congregation grew 
so large that it was thought advisable 
to rent a building for its meetings, in- 
stead of holding them in the church par- 
lors. 

Men and women from other churches 
alded the movement and the clubhouse 
was established with George W. Jones, 
a business man, as general superinten- 
‘dent. 

Opportunity to Study. 

The Chinese were afforded opportun- 
ities in the clubhouse to study the En- 
glish language and enjoy other educa- 
tiona: advantages as well as lir'>n to the 
precepts of Christianity. For a time the 
class ilourished like the bay tree of 
emerald hue, but, unexpectedly, a re- 
action set in and some of the laundry- 
men quit the clubhouse class for the 
more modest quarters of the Chinese 
classes of other churches. 

Dr. Harris H. Gregg, pastor of the 
sWashington and Compton Avenue 
Church, says the decision to abandon 
the clubhouse was reached after an un- 
successful effort had been made to bring 

a Chinese teacher here from the celes- 
tial kingdom. 

“lIirst we tried women baohers. fae 
Gregg said. “buf we did not seem to be 
able to reach the Chinese minds proper- 
ly and we adopted the idea of having 
men teachers. Still, things did not seem 
to progress as we liked and we con- 
cluded to get a young Chinese. 

We corresponded with a Presbyterian 
missionary in China and he selected a 
young mun who was coming to this 
country to stucy. When this young Chi- 
nese arrived in San Francisco however, 
he heard of an opening in Honolulu and 
he went there. 

“If he had cc..e, we believe the school 
would have been a success. He could 
have made us understand each other.” 

Dr. Gregg says that the closing of the 
clubhouse was determined upon princi- 
The persons 
in charge did not think the interest of 
the Chinese in the project was suffici- 
ent to justify the cost. 

“We did not seem able to get the right 
sort of Chinese interested in the work,”’ 
Dr. Gregg added. 

Dr. Gregg explained that the cause of 
Chinese missions in St. Louls'is still 
progressing, despite the closing of the 
clubhouse and that the classes at the 
Grand Avenue Presbyterian, the Union 
Methodist and other churches, are in 
ficurishing condition. 

Of late the school has been under the 
supervision of the St. Louls Presbytery 
and it was a committee of the Presby- 


‘tery that decided it should be discon- 


tinued. Dr. Gregg is chairman of the 
committee. He says he hopes to see the 
inetitution revived some day. 

The Chinese who come to St. Louis are 
idolatrers, he says, and never offer up 
worship to anything except images until 
they are shown the truths of Christi- 


anity.

Burd avenue, the police believe that 
Mrs. Sarah Stewart, arrested with Mrs. 
Mollie Kelse: of 5508A Wells avenue for 
attempted ‘‘short changing,” was pre- 
pering to start a chop suey restaurant 
fot “swell” persons. 

tectives bumped into the Oriental 
furnishings of Mrs. Stewart's home 
when they went there Thursday looking 
fot her and arrested her 1i-year-old 
brother-in-law, James Stewart, and a 
man named Wilson, who were superin- 
tending the packing of her property. 

In the three rooms and the cellar be- 
low enough bamboo poles to build a 
hause and a large quantity of Chi- 
nege noodles were found.

All the goods in the flat are being 
pétked for storage by Attorney Howard 
Sidener, who claims control of them. 
A’ ‘man at the flat Friday said he rep- 
régented Sidener, that Sidener was Mrs. 
Stéwart’s attorney and had received a 
bal of sale for the goods from Wilson. 

Wilson, he said, had received a bill 
of sale for the goods from Mrs. Stewart. 
The cases of Mrs. Stewart and Mrs. 
Kelsey, charged with attempting to ob- 
tatnm money under false pretenses, were 
called in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, but the women did not appear. A
